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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: it is not persuasive. Applicants argue that Dress 
does not teach the limitation of "at least one slot allocation unit... capable of different repetition frequencies" because the signals taught by 
Dress does not have different periodicity. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the different repetition frequencies having different 
periodicity) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). As previously 
explained, Dress teaches wherein the at least one slot allocation unit is capable of different repetition frequencies (1005 coupled to 1003 
then to 1004 providing 7 derivative pulses individually, the programmable delays receive stable single frequency clock and provides seven 
derivative pulses having different repetition frequencies controlled by the programmable delay, note col.8, lines 61- col.9, line 4). Hence, 
Dress teaches providing different signals (provided to 1004) of repetition frequencies (7 derivative pulses individually adjusted, note col.8, 
lines 65-66) to each of the slot allocation unit (1004). 
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
